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DETAILED ACTION 

The allowance of claims 1 and 3-10 in the last Office action is hereby withdrawn in view 
of Applicant's IDS filed on 8/26/03. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2, 5 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by EP0633291 of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses fluoropolymer mixture comprising (A) from 75-99% by 
weight of a fluorocarbon polymer and (B) from 1-25% by weight of an oxidized 
polyarylene sulfide, having a pressure resistance and abrasion resistance, useful for 
insulating layer and sheathing mixture. 

Claims 1-2, 4 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Schonfeld et al (new citation) 

The reference discloses fluoropolymers containing from 1-50% by weight of at 
least one polymer containing sulfoxide group (sulfur polymer) in that the fluoropolymers 
can be ethylene-tetrafluoroethylene units (see Example 2). 

Note that said materials can be free-foamed or foamed and can serve as chemical or 
heat resistant insulation such as aircraft and automobile construction (see col. 2, lines 
10 et seq.). 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over EP0633291 of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses abrasion-resistant fluoropolymer mixture, as stated 
above. The disclosure of the reference differs from the instant claims in that it does not 
disclose the claimed specific fluoropolymer nor specific sulfur polymers. 

However, the composition disclosed by the reference is included in the broad 
teaching of the claims to form the same or similar products. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to select the reactants under conditions to 
form the same or similar products since they have been shown to be effective in a 
similar system and thus would have been expected to provide adequate results. There 
is no showing of unexpected results derived from said use.
